report that tho business of 'jury fixing 
flourishes to an alarming extent in this dis 
trict. It is assorted that men livo and sup- 
port their families, and oven bocoino rich, in 
tho practice of this notorious profession. As 
tho jury system now exists, that unscrupu- 
lous men should safely conduct a lucrativi 
business in dobaucliing juries In tho district 
should occlusion no surprise. "With but twenty

of them in a few houi^i, and that would

force of jury-tlxors to become thoroughly ac- 
quainted with tho habits, associations, char- 
actors, and business of each juror, and tho 
Influences, it auy, that could bo usud to roach 
jim and bring him within their powor. 
Ihon again, what is thora to prevent one or 
more ^\•cH-drossod and apparently respecta- 
ble looliing rogues placing tlicmsolves in tho 
ivay of tho marshal or his deputies to be 
jrought into court as talesmen and serving 
upon juries to acquit their friends or confed- 
erates i" 


Ho recommends that tho statutes authoriz- 


ing outgoing United States marshals to 
execute nil processes in thoir hands at tho 
expiration of thoir commissions bo changed 
so as to require thorn to turn over to their 
successors all 
unfinished business. 
Tho 


present law, Jlr. Brewster saya. leads to con- 
lusioii and conflict of authority as well 
delay in tho settiemontof marshals1 accounts. 
EIo recommends salaries for Unitod States 
marshals and district attorneys. The present 
'eo system is nn expensive one. It is esti- 
mated that it costs the government $10,00 in 
expenses for every $1.00 of tho marshal's 
emoluments,

government to givo the marshal a fixed 
compensation, so as to remove all induce- 
ments to perpetrate frauds upon tho govern- 
ment and wrongs upon the citizen. Tho 
same reasons in favor ot salaried olllcers ap- 
ply with oven more force to Unitod States 
attorneys, who examine the accounts of 
marshals. TGo emoluments of tho attorney 
ought not to bo contingent upon tho amount 
of business done by "the officer, upon the cor- 
rectness of whoso accounts ho must pass. 
Air. Browstor rocouimonds that the attorney 
general bo given authority to adjust salaries 
M" marshals upon somo basis to bo fixed by 
law. 


On tho subject of Unitod States prisoners 


tho attorney general favors the erection of a 
;mntentiary centrally located and controlled 
jy the United States, in which to conflne 
its prisoners. It is cot always possible to se- 
cure tho treatment and discipline for pris- 
oners confined in state and municipal institu- 
tions, best calculated to ofKict their reforma 
tion.
